ELECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §121 

Sir: 

In response to the written restriction requirement dated January 1 1 , 2007, the applicants 
hereby elect with traverse to prosecute the Group I claims, e.g., claims 1-3, drawn to a method of 
increasing the yield of stem cells in a patient in vivo for autologous transplantation. The 
applicants further elect RNA interference compound (claim 2) as the single inhibitor and 
hematopoietic stem cell (claim 3) as the single cell type. 

In view of the applicants 5 election of Group I, which is drawn to an in vivo method, it is 
submitted that the examination of the various stem cell types would not create an undue search or 
examination burden on the Examiner or the Patent Office. Therefore, the applicants request that 
the stem cell types be examined together in the subject application. Alternatively, if this aspect 
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of the Restriction Requirement is to be maintained, the applicants request that the stem cell types 
be treated as patentably distinct species such that, upon allowance of a generic claim, the 
applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which depend from or 
otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. 
§1.141. 

A Preliminary Amendment is being submitted with this Election. New claim 1 8 reads on 
the elected invention.
